
Stalled development blocking proper stormwater flow 


Neighbours ask council to step in and help — stormwater runoff flooding basements and lawns

Flooded basements and 
mismanaged alleyways 
were hot concerns for resi¬ 
dents of Valarosa who came 
before council Tuesday 
night looking for answers, 
and help. 

“It has flooded three tunes 
in the last 31 days,” said 
Max Forsberg, of flooding 
from the hill behind him 
that’s poured into his yard 
and basement. “I’ve lived 
here since November 19, 
2007. Up until May 27 of this 
year it has never flooded, it 
always drained very well. It 
rained every bit as much (in 
the past) as it has this year 
and I’ve never had an issue. 
This year we’ve had flood¬ 
ing in the basement tiiree 


times. I’ve replaced my 
sump pump to a more pow¬ 
erful version and when we 
had the deluge here a week 
or so ago, it wasn’t enough." 

Forsberg said if you look 
at the back alley the entire 
hill coming off Ilwy. 582 is 
dumping stormwater on his 
lawn and into a few neigh¬ 
bours' as well. He believes 
since development of an 
affordable complex behind 
his property started, the 
problems began. 

The multi-family complex, 
planned for Valarosa, was 
part of an affordable hous¬ 
ing project with Harvest 
Builders. 

The company received 
news in May 2010 it was eli¬ 
gible for $1.6 million 
towards the creation of 
Harvest Park, a 20-apart¬ 


ment affordable complex 
for seniors. 

The project, meant to 
start within three months of 
receiving the grant, is to be

completed within two years. 

“(Water) from the Reimer 
property is meant to move 
over to Memorial Park then 
down the hill and flow into 
back alleys and get over to 
the ditch,” explained Mayor 
Brian Wittal of the typical 
water flow down into the 
Valarosa area “With Harvest 
Park, it’s trying to shortcut 
its way and go into the base 
ment.” 


He said it was the stall of 
the development that has 
caused the water to create 
its own natural shortcut; 
part of the development 
agreement for the afford¬ 
able housing called for the 
alley to be paved and then 
the water was to be drained 
down the alley to the street 
and then down the storm 
drain. 

Darla Carpenter with 
Harvest Builders said moth¬ 
er company owns the piece 
of property. 

“That piece of property 
has been develo|>ed by a 
company that .lames 
Carpenter owns. So you’ll 
have to speak with him on 
those issues.” 

James Carpenter said he 
owns the land but it’s 
Harvest Builders' grant and 


project. 

He is the one putting in 
the development for 
Harvest Builders but said he 
hasn’t received any money 
from them. 

“I’ve received no monies 
from Harvest Builders to 
finish or do any develop¬ 
ment ... there Is no conunu- 
nication between Harvest 
Builders and myself." 

CAO Roy Brown said a 
request has been sent to 
Harvest Builders and James 
Carpenter asking them to 
provide a strategy to control 
the water flow within seven 
days from Wednesday. 

“I’ve already had insur¬ 
ance rip out carpet in the 
basement and rip out the 
baseboards,” Forsberg told 
council. “My fear is it'll hap¬ 
pen again because every 


time it rains I have a lake on 
my lawn and I’m not the 
only one. We need a fairly 
quick action. Not tomorrow 
we realize, but not too 
tardy." 

The mayor and the man¬ 
ager and assistant manag¬ 
er of public works went 
down and looked at the 
problem last week and not 
only is there a problem 
with stormwater coming 
off the property but there 
is also a problem with 
grades, explained Brown 
in an e-mail. He said indi¬ 
vidual homeowners 

should address this with 
their builders. He said 
while the town does not 
monitor and control grad¬ 
ing it’s something he 
wants to recommend to 
council to consider.

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Mill rate unfair and needs to change, say residents

Rosebud Bay residents challenged 
council on the fairness of mill rates dur¬ 
ing a delegation last week. 

Twelve people packed into council 
chambers Tuesday evening to protest or 
listen to the arguments against the mill 
rate that has bay residents paying for 
services they don’t receive. 

“We are ordinary people with ordinary 
jobs," said Lyle Exelby, “... and we have 
no services down there. (There are) no 
paved roads, no street lights. The grading 
of the road is irregular, there’s no access 
to fire hydrants, no sidewalks, no snow 
clearing, no paved cul-de-sac. Nobody 
cuts the grass in the ditch ... these are 
big-ticket items that we do not receive.” 

The bay is located north on Rge. Rd. 15, 
past Valarosa. Even though the residents 
don’t receive the same services as people 
right in town, their mill rate has been the 
same as everyone else. 

Exelby said his taxes have increased 
$200 a month from last year. “That’s a 
huge difference.” He asked council to 
establish a lower mill rate for acreages 
that are not serviced by the Town of 
Didsbury. 

The argument, that one mill rate for the 
whole town is unfair, isn’t a new one, but 
that continues to come up. 

Last October, condominium owners 
presented a petition with 64 signatures 
demanding council lower the mill rate for 
apartment and townhouse style condo¬ 
miniums, saying it’s too high and unfair. 

They said they use far less infrastruc¬ 
ture and services than single detached 
dwellings and therefore shouldn’t pay the 
same rates. 

Council heard their concerns but a res¬ 
olution was shelved. Council argued that 
condominium owners w'ere paying less in 
taxes at the end of the day because their 
assessed property would be lower than a 


single detached dwelling. They also 
argued that taxes also go towards other 
things such as recreation facilities that all 
town residents are required to pay, 
whether they take advantage of them or 
not. 

Now that the mill rate is back on the 
table, Mayor Brian Wittal expects there 
will be requests from condominiums own¬ 
ers to consider their argument as well. 

“How we go about this now is we will 
determine the differential, if any, on the 
mill rate. It all comes down to how the 
tax dollars are spent in our community,” 
said Wittal to residents Tuesday evening. 
“... How does that actually break down? 
At the end of the day is the cost of light¬ 
ing one per cent of our total taxes? What 
is it for streets and sidewalks? We’ll then 
be able to crunch a number to ask if your 
mill rate should be one or two less or half 
less if you’re not getting these services.” 
He said council will start to look at the 
issue in August, after they reconvene 
from a summer break and expects to have 
a decision closer to October or 
November. 

In the meantime, mill rate set for this 
year, won’t change. 

“So what are you going to do about 
taxes this year? You’re saying nothing,” 
said Exelby. 

“Unfortunately once it’s set, it’s set," 
said Wittal. “It opens a whole hornet’s 
nest with other people saying they want 
something less. The management 
becomes impossible." 

Council did suggest looking at the pos¬ 
sibility of sending out assessments earlier 
so residents have time to prepare for the 
increase and appeal the assessment if 
necessary. CAO Roy Brown said it was 
something the town once did but stopped 
to save costs. He said if council decides 
to do this again, residents could expect 
their assessments in March. 

Assessments used for taxes should be 
based on July 2010 assessments, some¬

done. They said assessments used are 
from May 2011. 

“The Municipal Government Act 
requires you base it on the July 1, 2010 
assessment. You based our taxes on May 
2011,” said Garth Gosselin. 

Council disagreed, saying that the date 
the assessment was created was in May, 


but the information they used was from 
July 2010. “The confusion is to do with the 
combined assessment and tax notice,” 
explained CFO Kynan Larson in an e- 
mail. “The notices were dated May 2011. 
This is the date of generation out of the 
system. It is not the date for the assess¬ 
ment values. The value of the assessment 
is as of July 2010.”

Affordable housing still planned for town

Despite the delays in the 
build of an affordable 
housing project in 
Didsbury, Darla Carpenter 
of Harvest Builders said 
the project is still planning 
to go ahead. 

“The grant is still with 
Harvest Builders we’re still 
moving ahead and believe 
Didsbury definitely needs 
the senior’s housing.” 

Last May, Harvest 
Builders received a $1.6 


million grant from Alberta 
Housing and Urban Affairs. 
Part of the stipulation 
requires development to 
begin within 90 days and to 
be completed within two 
years. 

Carpenter wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on how far along the 
project has come or con¬ 
firm if it’s still going to be 
built in Valarosa Crossing, 
where it was first 
announced to be built. 

Donna McColl of Alberta 
Housing and Urban affairs 
said she is aware of some 


concerns that has halted 
the development of the 
complex and said so far no 
funds have been handed 
over the Harves Builders. 

“There is a business rela¬ 
tionship amongst the pro¬ 
ponents that has gone a lit¬ 
tle sour we’re not privy to 
say more than that. We’re 
trying to extend as much 
flexibility as possible so 
this project can get in the 
ground. If at some point 
there is a no-go that pull of 
funds reverts back into the 
province and we can real¬ 


locate them to another 
project wehter it’s in your 
community or elsewhere.” 

She couldn’t say how far 
construction has gone but 
said payments are 
advanced at certain points 
of the project, and so far, 
nothing has been 
advanced. 

“We would like to see 
this project proceed to 
help the needs of the com¬ 
munity. Until such time 
that we know we cannot 
proceed we’re prepared to 
be flexible.” 


Town buys and sells land for future growth

The town is in the middle 
of selling and swapping 
land. On Wednesday, the 
town announced the AGT 
building, located on 19th 
Avenue across from the 
main town office will go up 
for sale. Owned by the 
town since 2001, the space 
has become unnecessary, 
explained Mayor Brian 
Wittal. “With recent staff 
and structure changes we 
feel the space is no longer 
warranted,” he said. The 
town will see two people 
shuffle over front the AGT 
building to the main town 
office. The bylaw officers, 
who are currently in the 
AGT building, will move to 
the public works building, 
explained Erin Peden, cor¬ 
porate services. She said 


plans discussed during 
budget deliberations in 
February, over the possi¬ 
bility of a $250,000 facelift 
to the town office have 
been shelved for now. She 
said because only a couple 
of people are moving over, 
there is space to accommo¬ 
date without hasing to do 
any renovations. 

The AGT building, 
approximately 900 square 
feet, has been a landmark 
since 1920 when it was 
built for Alberta 
Government Telephones 
and used as a telephone 
exchange until the 1960s. 
Wittal said the town will 
require a commitment 
from the purchaser to 
maintain the building as 
having municipal historic 
significance. “We expect 
the exterior of the building 
to remain intact and tradi¬ 


tional." 

The sale started June 29 
and will close 2 p.m. July 
22 . 

Friday, the town 
announced it purchased a 
16,360-square foot industri¬ 
al shop located on the 
northeast side of town. 
The shop, located at 2602 
19 Street, is expected to 
house the public works 
department by the end of 
the year. 

Council agreed to the 
$1.8 million purchase and 
as part of the sale agree¬ 
ment, the former owner of 
2602 19 Street purchased 
the present public works 
building which includes 
the park and recreation 
shop, as well as bus stor¬ 
age 

The purpose of the pur¬ 
chase is for more space, 
something Wittal said is 


needed for the public 
works department to grow. 
“We outgrew the present 
public works building a 
long time ago ... we have 
been forced to store a lot 
of our heavy equipment 
outdoors, which can dra¬ 
matically shorten the 
equipment’s lifespan.” 

With the amount of 
space available in the new 
location, the town hopes to 
lease half of the building to 
another user until town 
growth makes it necessary 
to expand into the entire 
industrial shop. 

The town is slated to 
take possession of the 
building on Sept., 1, 2011 
and will do all necessary 
renovations at that time. It 
is expected the public 
works department will be 
officially moved in by Dec. 
1. 2011.

The preliminary inquiry for

Jeffrey Kevin Leinen, 25, 
faces charges of first-degree 
murder, dangerous opera¬ 
tion causing death, impaired 
causing death, dangerous 
driving c ausing bodily harm, 
and impaired driving causing 
harm. 

His preliminary hearing 
was held before Judge Harry 
Vim Harten in Didsbury 
provincial court on June 28, 


29 and 30. 

The inquiry was scheduled 
to wrap up Thursday but will 
now cont inue July 20. 

Police say Leinen was the 
driver of a Ford F250 that 
drove through a group of 
pedestrians outside the bar 
shortly after midnight on 
(XI. 29, 2010. 

Nicholas Baier, 18, was 
kilksl in the* incident A sec¬ 
ond 19-year-old male Olds 
College* student was injured. 

The accused was arrested 
a short distance from the 
bar after a pickup rolled 
onto a residential street 
near the Deer Meadow 
School. 

A publication ban pro¬ 
hibits report mg on evidence 
presented during the prelim¬ 


inary hearing. 

Baier’s father, mother, sis¬ 
ter and about a dozen other 
family and friends of the 
deceased man attended 
court last week. 

Family spokesperson 
Frank Van Humlx-ck, who is 
an uncle of Nicholas, said 
the family continues to 
grieve. 

“It’s been very hard on 
everyone to lx* here,” Van 
Hutnlxx'k said outside court 
Thursday. “It’s very emotion¬ 
al for everyone, but they an* 
holding up as best as they 
can." 

Doug Clennin, who is also 
an uncle of Nicholas, also 
attended last week's hearing. 

“It was such a senseless 
death," said Clennin.

Youth hockey 
must be safe

The debate over whether youth hockey should or 
shouldn’t be made less physical has lxx*n raging in 
Canada for many years, with recent high-profile 
usuries among NHL stars only serving to ramp up 
the questions and the controversy. 

Last week the Canadian Medical Association 
released the findings of an extensive study into con¬ 
tact hockey among youth players, aiding another 
chapter to the already lengthy hockey debate. 

The CMA study looked at whether bodychecking 
causes more ii\juries among young players at the 
peewee and bantam levels. 

According to the study’s findings, the age that 
young players start bodychecking has little or no 
impart on their chances of being injured or suffering 
a concussion. 

Researchers looked at 1,000 bantam level players 
(12 and 13 years old) in Alberta, where bodycheck¬ 
ing is allowed from the peewee level (10 and 11 years 
old). 

They also looked at similar players in Quebec 
where bodychecking is not allowed at the peewee 
level. 

The study found 272 injuries and 51 concussions 
among the Alberta players, and 244 ii\juries and 49 
concussions among the Quebec players. 

While the CMA researchers found little difference 
between contact and non-contact players when it 
comes to injuries and concussions, the study’s 
authors have been quick to caution against drawing 
the conclusion that bodychecking is completely safe. 

“These findings need to be interpreted in light of 
previous evidence of more than a threefold 
increased risk of concussion and all ii\jury among 
players aged 11-12 years in a league where body¬ 
checking is permitted," said Dr. Carolyn Emery, the 
study's principal researcher and a University of 
Calgary sport epidemiologist. 

Obviously the recent CMA study has, if anything, 
made the issue of bodychecking and injuries even 
more clouded and more open to debate. 

At the same time, Hockey Canada has been work¬ 
ing hard to address concerns over hockey-related 
injury. 

For example, the organization recently announced 
new zero-tolerance rules against hits to the head, 
rules that cover players at all levels from minor 
tlirough junior and senior ranks. 

Hockey’s popularity in West Central Alberta has 
never been greater, with kids and young adults alike 
playing thousands and thousands of competitive 
games every season. 

And while there have been no calls in this area to 
take contact out of youth hookey - nor should there 
be - work to easure that the sport is safe for players 
of all levels should and must continue. 

And if that means better equipment, more exten¬ 
sive coach and player training and/or rule changes, 
then so be iL 

At the same time any suggestion that Hockey 
Canada and other stakeholder groups should leave 
well enough alone when it comes to hockey’s physi¬ 
cal side an* definitely offside.

Home holds more history than people realize 


Re: Historic home demolition 

Dear Editor, 

I was delighted to read Joelle 
Fournier’s heartfelt support for the 
preservation of the brick house at 
2018 21 Avenue. She made many valid 
points to which I’d like to add my 
own story. 

My husband and 1 bought this 
house in July of 1992. We lived there* 
for five years, spending more than 
two years restoring the interior to its 
original condition. We also received a 
matching grant from Alberta 
Historical Services that allowed us to 
rebuild the porch that had been tom 
down at some point in its history. It 
was a labour of love and we invested 
thousands of hours of sweat equity. 
Naturally we’re not happy to know it 
might be tom down. 

But it’s not the time, or even the 
money invested, that upsets us. It’s 
the destruction of the history we 
learned as we slowly peeled away the 
layers of paint, carpet, linoleum, 
wallpa|x*r and panelling that had 
been added through 80 years of living 
and many owners. It wasn’t an easy 
story to uncover but just as the house 
gradually revealed itself to us, so too 
did the story behind it. 

To begin, there is a misconception 
that this is the Frank Kaufman house. 
While it’s true he owned the house in 
the 1940s, he was neither the first 
owner nor the builder. We had an 
historical title search done which 
revealed the original owner of the 
property (without house) was 
Augustus Meredith Nanton, one of 
the principal investors and 
developers of Western Canada He 


purchased the land as part of a 154- 
acre pan-el in 1892 then subdivided it. 
From there the property passed 
through several owners until 1943. 
Frank Kaufman sold it to the United 
Grain Growers Ltd. and it became a 
“grain house,” i.e, it was provided as a 
residence for the various grain agents 
that managed UGG’s elevator. All 
good information, but we still didn't 
know who had built the house and 
when. 

This we discovered in Echoes of an 
Era in a writeup by Lucille (Smith) 
Ford about her parents and a man 
named John Leuszler. George and 
Annie Smith and John Leuszler all 
arrived in Didsbury around 1940/5. 
The Smiths from Missouri and 
Leuszler from Ontario, for whatever 
reason seemed to have formed both a 
busin(*ss and family bond. The title 
search shows that John Leuszler 
purchased the property on January 
13, 1914 just two weeks after the fire 
that destroyed main street. According 
to Lucille, Leuszler had her father 
build the house and they all lived 
there together imtil John’s death in 
1919. This is borne out by the 1916 
Canadian Census that lists them all 
living in the house on Berlin Street 
(that’s the street's former name). 
George’s occupation is given as a 
carpenter. There is also a photo in 
Images, c.1915, that shows everyone 
posing in front of the house. A 
commemorative photo to celebrate 
its completion perhaps? 

We found other pictures as well - 
George in his butcher shop, George in 
front of the livery. John posing with 
George and his crew outside the new 


Leuszler Block built on the site of the 
livery that burned in the 1914 fire. We 
even discovered one of George 
Smiths daughters, Lucille, was still 
alive and living in the Didsbury 
Nursing Home. We went to visit her. 

I’ll never forget how her face lit up 
when I asked her if she remembered 
John Leuszler. And it was she who 
put us straight on the pronunciation 
of Joint’s surname. 

1 believe John Leuszler is a 
forgotten man in Didsbury’s history. 
His obituary states that he was the 
owner of considerable property in 
Didsbury including the l>*uszler 
Block. He not only owned, he built it, 
and 1 believe it’s quite possible he 
may have built some, or all, of the 
other property he owned. If this is 
true, then John Leuszler played a 
major role in the rebuilding of main 
street after the fire of 1914 and 
deserves a place in our history books 
along with the Berschts and Shantzes 
and Heiberts. What a pity he’s buried 
in the Didsbury Cemetery in an 
unmarked grace. 

It’s lH*en over a decade since we left 
that house but it will always hold a 
special place. Not because of the 
work we undertook or even the 
bricks and fir it’s built of, but because 
of the people and history we came to 
know through our research. Like Ms. 
Fournier, 1 find myself asking what is 
the point of creating an Historic Core 
only to consider destroying one of the 
most municipally significant houses 
that sits within it? What a shame it 
would be to lose this home.

Heritage designation is commendable but consider the FACTS 


As president and owner 
of Custom Homes by 
Ashbury Design I have cre¬ 
ated a niche for designing 
and building jieriod correct 
character homes. Like the 
concerned citizens of 
Didsbury, I too have a pas¬ 
sion for homes from die 
early 1900s. But passion 
alone does not pay for the 
time and expense required 
to maintain a 100-year-old 
home, let alone a Heritage 
Designated home. Part of 
the criteria of rest oring any 
heritage home to its origi¬ 
nal beauty is to use original 
jieriod correct materials. 

On die exterior diis means 
mosdy wood products 
which means initial paint¬ 
ing of the raw wood and 
subsequent painting every 
3-5 years to follow; an 
expensive and huge com- 
niidnent. On the interior 
one must search out 
antique dealers for original 
items such as doors, door¬ 
knobs, hot air grills, etc. 
Reproductions do not fit 
the true definition of restor¬ 
ing a heritage house. 

In my conversations with 
people regarding the last 
two homes on the block 
where a 52-suite condo¬ 
minium has been proposed, 
everyone sings the praises 


of the brick house and not 
one person has expressed 
disappointment or concent 
about the removal or demo¬ 
lition of the tiny white 
house. Is it because it’s 
smaller? Is it because it’s 
not made of red brick? Ls it 
because it’s not a two- 
storey home? What is the 
reason? After all, both are 
approximately 100 years 
old. 

A former owner of the 
brick house stated that 
while renovating the home 
and removing the layers of 
paint , wallpaper and floor¬ 
ing, the house l>egan to tell 
a story. 1 understand this 
completely because I have 
renovated old homes. But 
could thus not be said of the 
tiny white house as well? 
Why has no one conunent- 
ed on the stories the tiny 
white house could tell? 
Most likely a hardworking 
soul built that house, a 
hardworking soul with a 
family that grew up there. 
All former owners from 
both houses had experi¬ 
ences of life; good and bad 
and everything in lietween. 
And yes, if walls could talk, 
it would lie the same in any 
other 100-year-old house in 
Didsbury, throughout 
Alberta, Canada, and the 


world. 

What is the criteria for 
Heritage Designation? 

Does Heritage Designation 
depend on the architect ural 
elements of the home, the 
status of the individual 
homeowners in the com¬ 
munity or the land/locat ion 
when 1 the home was built? 
Which one? Or Ls it all of 
the above? If John Leuszler 
lived in the white house, 
would it lie “Heritage 
Designation" worthy 
because of his status in the 
community? 

A comment in a previous 
letter to the Didsbury 
Revie »c stated grant money 
of just under $100,000 was 
issued to the brick house 
homeowners through the 
1990s. If this statement is 
correct it supports my opin¬ 
ion of the expense required 
to restore and maintain a 
100-year-old home. As the 
purchaser of the home, I 
have seen it up close inside 
and out. Something that 
most passersby don’t see is 
the rear addition that is 
shifting and sinking due to 
a poor foundation, a side 
addition clad with vinyl sid¬ 
ing that is not period cor¬ 
rect, and little or no insula¬ 
tion in the walls which 
adds up to huge heating 


and cooling bills. To struc¬ 
turally repair, restore and 
update a house of this 
nature would cost teus of 
thousands of dollars or 
more. If $100,(XX) was 
s[>ent on the brick house in 
the 1990s it doesn't show 
except for some cosmetic 
upgrades. It goes to show 
the expeuse involved in 
restoring these homes. I 
respect all people who have 
a passion for character 
homes, purchase them and 
commit to maintaining 
them, but it Ls not for every¬ 
one. 

The suggest ion of trying 
to include the brick house 
into the design of the new 
building is admirable but 
from an architectural, 
structural and marketing 
point of view it is just not 
realistic. I explained at the 
last few public meetings 
that I intend to salvage 
items from the home and 
incorporate them into the 
decorating t heme of the 
new building, including 
some of the red brick from 
the exterior. 

Part of the reason for 
purchasing the last two 
homes on the block was 
due to the grade/slope of 
the land. Due to the lot 
grades, it is more feasible 


to have the parkade ramp 
coming off the east end of 
the building and adjacent 
to a back lane nearest a 
paved street. This is 
favourable to the town as 
well, since the ramp loca¬ 
tion will not affect traffic 
flows on surrounding 
streets. Finally, leaving the 
two old homes would look 
out of place in the grand 
scheme of the entire devel¬ 
opment, “orphaned" 
(according to a local real¬ 
tor). 

The new 52-suite condo 
will blend in with surround¬ 
ing homes with a “heritage 
theme” inside and out. The 
ideal location is within 
walking distance of numer¬ 
ous off-site amenities. On¬ 
site amenities such as the 
large welcoming lobby, 
library, fitness room, and 
top floor multi purpose 
room named “The Atrium” 
will make the building like 
no other in Didsbury. 

Those who appreciate tum- 
of-the-century charm and 
character will eqjoy living 
there. 

Finally, there is the 
option of interested parties 
to purchase either home 
and move them to a loca¬ 
tion of their choice. Feel

Rocks tossed at 
train 

Two children around 12 
years old were seen throw¬ 
ing rocks at the engineer’s 
window of a train passing 
through Didsbury last 
week. 

The children, both on 
bikes and wearing helmets 
were seen along 20th 
Avenue throwing rocks at 
the passing train. One child 
was described as wearing 
all black and the other, 
light clothes, June 25 at 
7:40 p.m. CP Rail contacted 
police. RCMP noticed two 
children matching the 
description but the chil¬ 
dren bolted when they saw 
the cops. 

Car prowling 
and resulting 
damage 

Up to 14 trucks were 
smashed last week in 
Carstairs. On June 30 
police started receiving 
reports at 5 a.m. that some¬ 
time between midnight and 
2:30 in the morning passen¬ 
ger and driver side win¬ 
dows were smashed to gain 
entry into the vehicles. 
Police said the majority of 
the vehicles were locked 
pickup trucks parked along 
Carriage Lane, Glen Eagle 
Drive, McKenzie Way, 
Delair Drive, Champion 
Road, and McClung Gate. 

“We don’t. Iiave a lot of 
this activity typically hap¬ 


pening in Carstairs,” said 
Cpl. Warren Wright. 
“Vehicle prowling in the 
past were more of a 
Didsbury phenomenon.” 
He also said the MO in 
Carstairs doesn’t match the 
typical activity in Didsbury. 
In Didsbury, it’s usually 
youth sneaking into 
unlocked doors and grab¬ 
bing whatever they can 
see. 

In Carstairs, the windows 
are deliberately being 
smashed and everything 
inside the car, including 
glove compartments, side 
doors, and centre consoles 
are being rummaged 
though. 

Big-ticket items includ¬ 
ing satellites, DVD moni¬ 
tors for inside of vehicles, 
golf equipment, cameras 
and wallets were stolen. 
Blood was left on the 
inside of vehicles, presum¬ 
ably from the person 
breaking the glass and 
entering the vehicle. 

Police believe at least 
one person was involved, 
someone they believe is 
from outside of Carstairs 
and known to police. 
Witnesses saw a pickup 
truck drive by one and got 
the description of one indi¬ 
vidual. Police said they are 
“aggressively pursuing” 
this lead. 

Hugh Sutherland 
vandalized 

Hugh Sutherland School 
was trashed sometime 


between the grad night of 
June 25 and the early morn¬ 
ing of June 26. Police heard 
complaints that a person or 
persons entered the school 
and vandalized the school 
throwing microwaves 
around and spray-painting. 
A truck parked at the end 
of the school was entered 
and windows were 
smashed. Police have no 
witnesses and are unsure 
of how they got into the 
building. No sign of forced 



entry could be detected. 

Storage shed 
broken into 

An older brown storage 
shed owned by the Village 
of Cremona was broken 
into twice in the last 
month. Didsbury RCMP 
received a report on June 
27 at 2 p.m. to say someone 
had broken into the shed. 
Nothing was stolen but it’s 
where tools, signs and 


pipes are stored. Village 
admin also notified police 
that the shed had been bro¬ 
ken into 10 days prior. 

Owners peeved 
about damage 

Solar lights continue to 
be nabbed in Didsbury. 
Lights outside of a resi¬ 
dence in Rosebud Estates 
were taken sometime 
between June 28 at 10 p.m. 
and June 29 at 6 a.m. The 
complainant also observed 
that someone had urinated 
on their vehicle tire. No 
suspects or witnesses are 
known.

Engagement site funded for another while

Activity at the new 
engagement site will likely 
slow down over the sum¬ 
mer as the town deter¬ 
mines how to oversee the 
programs and activities. 

“This came as no sur¬ 
prise to me,” said Schulz of 
council’s decision to ask 
the library board to take 
over as the overseeing 
authority for the site. He 
sees this as good news, 
adding that he has worked 
collaboratively with the 
library in the past to pro¬ 
mote courses such as 
learning to use e-book 
readers. 


With the library board 
not meeting again until fall, 
the decision may be put on 
hold over the summer 
unless a special meeting is 
called, pointed out Coun. 
Gail Nowlan during council 
on Tuesday. 

“Most engagement sites 
are closed over the sum¬ 
mer,” said Schulz. “That’s 
the way it’s always been 
because they are part of 
the schools but it does 
mean things will slow right 
down." 

Last month, Lyle Schulz, 
site coordinator asked 
council to fund his salary 
to keep the engagement 
site, opened for only six 
months, going for another 


while. 

The site is one of several 
in Alberta’s rural communi¬ 
ties that allow a place for 
community members to 
take courses and hold 
meetings and have access 
to SuperNet technology 
such as video conferenc¬ 
ing, Smart Boards and 
computer systems. 

Started three years ago 
through the Community 
Learning Campus and 
Alberta Rural Development 
Fund, the sites were creat¬ 
ed on a phased-in basis. 
Didsbury was one of the 
last to be constructed, and 
opened six months ago at 
Didsbury High School. 
Funding for his salary ran 


out at the end of June. 

The money requested, 
$10,000, or $2,000 a month, 
is to cover Schulz’s salary 
so he can run the site and 
keep it open for people 
wanting to run courses in 
the building. He said peo¬ 
ple should continue to look 
on the website over the 
summer months to see 
what courses he will be 
able to offer. 

“It can still run over the 
summer," he said, explain¬ 
ing he has access to the 
school. “1 can either volun¬ 
teer my time or find a way 
to create a cost recovery 
fee. Tliis isn’t the end of the 
community engagement 
site,” he said. 


Library director Inez 
Kosinski said as of last 
week they had not been 
approached by town coun¬ 
cil to oversee the site but 
added the library does 
support it. “We feel that 
a collaborative relation¬ 
ship between the CES and 
the library would be advan¬ 
tageous to all. When the 
request comes from coun¬ 
cil, the library board will 
seriously consider this 
development," she wrote in 
an e-mail. 

Council decided to take 
the $10,000 from the 
Centennial Trail project. 
Instead of proceeding with 
the additional work on the 
trail, that is incorporated 


into the northeast 

stormwater wetlands proj¬ 
ects, council will hold off 
on it for another year.
